SANDOWN  OLD  MEETING  HOUSE 


To  many  architectural  historians,  the  Sandown  Old  Meeting  House  is  the 

finest  meeting  house  of  its  type  in  America.   This  belief  is  confirmed 

by  the  fact  that,  during  the  1920's,  auto  maker  Henry  Ford  tried  to 

buy  the  building  to  move  to  one  of  his  museums.   During  our  nation's 

bicentennial,  the  Federal  Government  featured  this  building  in  its 

widely-distributed  movie  on  the  country's  history.   The  government 

also  made  two  replicas  of  the  meeting  house  door  for  the  entrance  to 

an  exhibit  that  toured  throughout  the  world.   The  building  that  you  see 

is  almost  completely  unchanged  since  it  was  built  before  the  Revolutionary 

War.   Even  a  third  of  its  1,080  panes  of  glass  are  original  to  its 

1773-1774  construction.

in  this  meeting  house  the  townspeople  gathered  and  prayed 
ing  its  youth  to  fight  in  a  half  dozen  wars. 


The  Old  Meeting  House  was  built  in  1773-1774  on  a  site  that  was  claimed 
to  be  the  geographic  center  of  the  town.   During  the  construction,  the 
supply  of  rum  was  exhausted.   According  to  legend,  the  workers  put  down 
their  tools  and  refused  to  do  any  more  work  until  a  fresh  barrel  was 
hauled  from  Newburyport,  MA.   This  has  been  claimed  to  possibly  be 
America's  first  sit-down  strike. 

This  building  functioned  as  a  Congregational  Church  until  1800.   Its 
pastors  were  Josiah  Cotton  (1759-1780),  Samuel  Collins  (1780-1788) 
and  John  Webber  (1795-1800).   Because  of  legal  irregularities,  in  1800, 
Webber  was  paid  $100  to  break  his  contract  and  leave  town.   In  the  years 
that  followed,  many  Protestant  denominations  were  allowed  to  use  the 
meeting  house  for  its  religious  services.   These  included  the  Methodists, 
Congregationalists ,  Baptists,  Quakers,  Unitarians  and  Presbyterians. 

The  last  town  meeting  was  held  here  in  1928.   The  next  year,  the  Old 
Meeting  House  Historical  Association  was  formed  to  preserve  and  maintain 
the  building.   Each  year,  the  organization  has  an  open  house  in  October 
and  sponsors  the  Old  Home  Day  service  on  the  second  Sunday  in  August. 
Lifetime  dues  for  the  association  are  one  dollar.   Contributions  to 
help  in  the  mission  of  caring  for  the  Old  Meeting  House  can  be  mailed 
to  Eleanor  Bassett,  PO  Box  5,  Sandown,  NH  03873. 
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This  town  report  does  not  include  an  Auditor's  report  because  both  positions 
are  currently  vacant.   At  the  time  of  printing,  no  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 
or  Treasurer's  reports  were  available  due  to  circumstances  beyond  the 
town's  control.

GROWTH  MANAGEMENT  ORDINANCE 

(1996) 

Section  1  .Authoritv' 

The  Section  is  enacted  in  accordance  with  both  RSA  674:21  and  674:22. 

Section  2  Purposes 

The  purposes  of  this  section  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  are  as  follows: 

A.  Promote  the  development  of  an  economically  sound  and  enwonmentally  stable  community 
which  considers  and  balances  regional  development  needs. 

B.  Determine,  monitor,  evaluate,  and  establish  a  rate  of  residential  growth  in  the  Town  that  does 
not  unreasonably  interfere  with  the  To\mi"s  capacity  for  planned,  orderly,  and  reasonable 
expansion  of  its  services  to  accommodate  such  growth. 

C.  Provide  a  temporary-  mechanism  to  allow  for  phased  development  of  residential  projects  to 
manage  the  impact  on  municipal  serxaces. 

D.  Pro\ide  a  temporary'  mechanism  when  municipal  services  are  strained  or  overloaded  to  reduce 
the  rate  of  residential  growth  to  allow  the  Town  time  to  correct  any  deficiencies  that  have 
developed. 

E.  Protect  the  health,  safety,  convenience,  and  general  welfare  of  the  Town's  residents. 
Section  3  Findings 

The  following  are  the  findings  of  fact  regarding  the  development  status  of  the  Town  of  Sandown  as 
detennined  by  the  Sandown  Planning  Board  from  its  update  of  tlie  Town's  Master  Plan  in  1995. 
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A.  Sandown's  average  annual  growth  rate  of  2.0%  in  the  1990-94  period  is  over  three  times  the 
state  average  of  0.6%;  ten  times  the  Rockingham  Count>'  Average  of  0.2%  and  more  than 
The  1.2°o  rate  for  ten  towns  surromiding  Sandown,  and  1.6°o  rate  for  the  four  towns  in  the 
Timberlane  School  District  for  the  same  period. 

B.  Similar  growth  rate  comparisons  exist  for  the  1980-1994  periods  between  Sandown  and  these 
other  areas. 

C.  The  N.H.  Office  of  State  Plaiming  projects  that  Sandown's  growth  rate  will  be  higher  than 
these  other  comparison  areas  over  the  next  twent>'  years,  and  any  five  year  increment  of 
this  time. 

D.  Sandown's  average  annual  growth  rate  of  housing  units  of  7.5%  for  the  1980-1993  period 
is  more  than  double  the  state  average  of  3.6%/yr  and  the  Rockingham  County  Average  of 
3.9%'yr  for  the  same  time  period,  as  well  as  above  both  the  ten  towns  surrounding  Sandown 
(4.0%)  and  the  Timberiane  towns«(4.8%). 

E.  Sandown's  median  rent  of  S652/month  for  1990  was  well  above  the  state  average  of  S479/ 
mo;  the  Rockingham  County  average  of  S541/mo;  and  both  the  ten  surrounding  towns  and 
Timberlane  towns  averages  ($546  and  S645  respectively).  Conversely,  the  1990  median 
owner  occupied  unh  cost  of  5143,200  is  below  the  other  comparison  areas,  except  for  the 
state  average  of  SI  29.400.  These  results  are  t>'pical  of  high  property  tax  rate  towns. 

F.  Sandown's  1994  equalized  propert>'  tax  rate  of  S29.71  is  above  the  state  average  of  S25.34, 
the  Rockingham  County  average  of  S2 1.68;  the  ten  surrounding  towns  of  S25.36;  and 

the  Timberlane  town  average  of  S26.69.  These  rates  reflect  Sandown's  equalized 
valuation  per  pupil  of  S2 12.538  being  below  all  comparison  areas. 

G.  The  five  year  population  of  school  enrolhnents  indicates  that  safficient  classroom  space 
exists  at  Sandown's  :lementar>  school  as  well  as  the  Tnnberlane  Regional  Middle  and 
High  Schools. 

H.  The  number  of  dwelling  building  pennits  (botli  single  family  and  multifamily)  has  been  50, 

56,  and  65  in  1992,  1993,  and  1994  respeetively.  This  out  paces  the  building  pennit 
provision  of  all  siurounding  communities. 

I.  In  addition,  there  are  significant  capital  expenditures  being  anticipated  by  the  town  in  the 

next  6  years.  These  are  more  fully  detailed  in  the  Town  of  Sandown  Capital  Improvement 
Program. 

J.  Since  1994  with  an  interim  growth  ordinance  n  effect  for  1995  and  this  growth  managment 

ordinance  in  effect  for  1996-98,  Sandown's  residential  growth  has  been  as  follows: 

A.  For  die  1995  to  1997  period,  3.5%,  2.0%,  and  1.6%  respective  annaal  population 

increase,  v,'hich  is  higher  than  1.7%),  1.6%  and  1.5%  respective  annual  increase  of 
the  average  of  the  five  town*  abutting  Sandown,  and  1.2%,  1.6%  and  1.1% 
respective  averages  for  Rockingham  Count>'.  Sandown's  three  yeai-  population 
growth  average  in  1997  was  148%  higher  than  the  five  towns  abutting  Sandown 
(Chester,  Danville,  Deny,  Fremont  and  Hampstead). 
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B.  Dwelling  unit  grov^lh  since  1993  has  been  4.0%,  1.9%,  1.3%  and  1.9%  annually  for 
the  1994  to  1997  period.  These  annual  growth  rates  in  dwelling  units  compares  to 
1.2%,  1.2%,  1.3%  and  2.1%  average  in  the  five  towns  abutting  Sandown,  and  1  .#%, 
1.2%,  1.2%  and  1.5%  averages  for  Rockingham  County.  The  five  year  average 
annual  growtli  rate  in  1997  for  Sandown  was  2.7%  which  was  176%  higher  than  the 
1.5%  average  annual  rate  for  the  five  abutting  towns,  and  almost  double  the  1.4% 
rate  for  Rockingham  County. 

C.  Sandown's  ftill  value  tax  rate  of  S30.08  per  thousand  of  equalized  property'  valuation 
was  SI. 32  or  5%  higher  than  the  S28.76  average  full  value  rate  of  the  five  towns 
abutting  Sandown.  The  average  three  year  full  value  rate  is  up  9.2%  in  Sandown  and 
is  SI. 58  or  172%  higher  than  the  same  average  of  the  five  abutting  towns. 

D.  SandowTi's  average  daily  membership  (ADM)  in  the  Tiraberlane  Regional  School 
District  has  increased  from  781  in  the  1992-93  school  year  (24.3%  of  students)  to 
837  in  1993-94  (25.3%).  to  860  in  1994-95  (25.6%,),  to  929  in  1995-96  (26.8%),  to 
970  in  1996-97(27%). 

E.  The  New  Hampshire  Office  of  State  Planning's  October,  1997  population 
projections  for  cities  and  towns  based  on  estimated  1996  population  projects  a  12°/o 
increase  for  Sandown  by  2000;  27%  by  2005;  40%  by  2010;  61''/o  for  2015;  and 
83%  for  2020.  These  growth  projections  are  128%,  140%,  145%,  153%  and  162% 
respectively  higher  than  the  average  projected  growth  average  of  the  five  toums 
abutting  Sandown. 

F.  The  Timberlane  Regional  School  District  voters  rejected  a  S3 1.3  million  school 
expansion  plan  in  March,  1998.  This  proposal  followed  the  fall  1997  total 
enrollment  of  3794  students,  up  206  students  (5.7%)  from  the  1996-97  .ADM  of 
3586  students.  Sandown's  average  cost  of  this  bond  over  a  20  year  period  would 
have  been  appro.\imateIy  S208,000  per  year,  or  about  S0.86  additional  tax  rate. 

Section  4  Indicators  of  Gro\Mh  Impact 

The  Town  hereb\  determines  that  the  presence  of  the  following  conditions  constitutes  an  indicator  of  gro\sth 
impact.  An  indicator  of  gro\Mli  impact  occurs  when; 

A.  The  average  annual  percent  increase  in  dwelling  units  based  on  building  permits  issued  in 
SandouTi  for  the  past  five  years  exceeds  the  same  average  of  abutting  communities. 

B.  The  average  annual  percent,  population  growth  in  the  Town  of  Sandown  as  reported  b\'  the 
Office  of  State  Planning  exceeds  the  same  average  of  the  abutting  communities. 

C.  The  number  of  students  enrolled  or  projected  for  the  coining  year  for  an\'  public  schools  in 
the  Sandown  School  District.  (Sandown  Central  School,  Timbedane  Regional  Middle 
School,  or  Timberlane  Regional  High  School)  exceeds  85  percent  of  its  stated  capacity'  as 
defined  by  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District. 

D.  The  annual  frill  value  tax  rate  of  Sandown  as  reported  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Revenue  .Administration  exceeds  the  average  rate  of  the  combined  abutting  communities  or 
Rockingham  County  for  tlie  reporting  year. 
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E.  The  number  of  dwelling  units  of  all  projects  combined  for  which  approval  is  being  sought 
From  the  Board,  at  any  time  of  reporting,  if  approved  could  result  inthe  conditions  defined 
by  a.,  b.,  c,  or  d.,  above. 

F.  The  number  of  public  students  enrolled  or  projected  for  the  coming  5  years  for  each  school 
in  the  Sandown  School  System  (SandowTi  Central  School,  Timberlane  Regional  Middle 
School,  or  Timberlane  Regional  High  School)  exceeds  100  percent  of  its  stated  capacity 

as  defined  by  the  Timberlane  Regional  School  District. 

G.  The  annual  capital  expenditures  including  debt  service  and  capital  outlay  for  combined 
municipal  and  school  department  expenditures  exceeds  20  percent  of  the  total  municipal 
and  school  department  expenditures  combined. 

Section  5  Planning  Board  Monitorine 

It  is  the  responsibility'  of  the  Planning  Board  to  monitor  growth  in  the  Town  and  to  report  on  the  following: 

A.  Annual  dwelling  unit  Count:  The  Planning  Board  will  by  Februarv'  15  of  each  year  report  on 
the  total  number  of  dwelling  units  existing  at  the  end  of  its  pre\ious  calendar  year.  Existing 
units  means  all  those  imits  previously  constructed  and  occupied  plus  those  units  constructed 
and  fi'om  which  Certificate  of  Occupancy  were  issued  in  the  reporting  year. 

B.  Semi-Annual  Reporting:  The  Planning  Board  by  July  20  and  Januan*  20  (of  the  next  year) 
will  report  on  the  number  of  building  permits  and  Certificates  of  Occupancy  issued  for  the 
previous  six  months  for  all  dwelling  units.  In  the  same  report,  the  Planning  Board  shall  report 
on  the  stams.  as  appropriate,  of  any  phasing  requirements  or  permit  limitations  in  force  in 
the  reporting  period. 

C.  Notice  of  Growth  Impact:  The  Plaiming  Board  ma\'  at  any  time  issue  a  Notice  of  Growth 
Impact  it  has  determined  that  any  of  the  conditions  in  12.4  exist.  Said  Notice  would  include 
a  statement  of  whether  those  conditions  could  result  in  either  12.6  phasing  or  12.7  permit 
limitations. 

D.  Periodic  Reporting:  The  Plarming  Board  may  at  an\-  time  it  thinks  it  is  appropriate  or 
necessan,'.  issue  written  reports  on  the  status  of  growth  activit>'  in  the  Town  covering  such 
topics  as  the  nimiber  of  dweUing  units  or  lots  being  proposed  for  approval,  or  for  which 
building  permits  are  being  sought,  the  condition  and  capacity'  of  an\'  municipal  or  school 
facility-,  the  tax  burden  existing  or  anticipated  on  the  Town's  residents  and/or  any  other  topic 
affecting  or  related  to  the  growth  or  finances  of  the  Town. 

Pursuant  to  the  monitoring  in  Section  5,  Sub-section  A..  B.,  C,  or  D.  the  Planning  Board  shall  make 
appropriate  findings  of  fact,  reconrunendations  for  action,  or  take  actions  provided  for  in  Article  VII  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  as  a  result  of  its  monitoring  and  reporting  responsibilities. 

Section  6  Phasing  of  Developments 

If  the  Planning  Board,  through  its  monitoring  finds  that  indicator  Section  4  A.,  B.,  C,  D.,  or  E.  has  occurred, 
then  the  Planning  Board  may  at  its  discretion  issue  a  Notice  of  Growth  Impact  in  conformance  with  Section 
5.C.  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Building  Inspector,  and  the  general  public  by  posting  a  notice  in  the  Town 
Hall.  The  phasing  of  fiiture  residential  developments,  as  proxided  in  RSA  674:21,  is  to  prevent  a  strain  on 
municipal  serxices  and  therefore,  to  provide  for  orderly  growth  in  Tov^ti.  Phasing  may  be  implemented  as 
provided  below: 
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A.  Phasing  required.  The  Planning  Board  may  require  the  phasing  of  a  development  for  a  period  of  up 
to  five  years  for  a  project  which  is  proposed  to  have  50  dwelling  units  (lots)  or  less.  For  a  project 
larger  than  50  units  or  lots,  the  Planning  Board  may  require  a  longer  period  of  phasing  based  on  the 
size  of  the  project  and  tlie  potential  impact  of  the  number  of  type  of  units  on  the  municipal  ser\Tces 
of  the  Town.  The  Planning  Board  shall  make  appropriate  findings  of  fact  to  substantiate  die  need 
for  required  phasing. 

B.  Effect  of  Phasing.   Once  a  phasing  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Planning  Board,  the  project  shalj 
not  be  effected  by  any  permit  limitations  subsequently  enacted  under  the  provisions  of  Section  8.D., 
of  this  ordinance,  pro\Tded  that  the  developer  secures  the  permits  for  and  begins  substantial 
construction  on  die  project  on  the  units  in  each  yearly  phase.  In  the  event  that  substantial  construction 
is  not  undertaken  in  any  yearly  phase,  then  the  vesting  of  that  phase  shall  be  forfeited  and  the 
developer  shall  be  subject  to  any  limitations  imposed  by  Section  8.D.  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section, 
substantial  construction  shall  mean  either  (a)  all  dwelling  units  in  that  phase  are  constructed  to  a 
weather  tight  condition  or  (b)  50  percent  of  all  dwelling  units  in  that  phase  are  completed  and  a 
Certificate  of  Occupancy  has  been  given. 

C.  Termination  of  Phasing;  The  above  constraints  shall  be  remo\'ed  if  either  (a)  the  Ordinance  expires 
under  the  pro\asion  of  Section  9  or  (b)  the  Planning  Board  determines  in  its  12.5  monitoring 
procedures  that  phasing  is  no  longer  necessary. 

Section  7  Limiting  the  Issuance  of  Permits 

If  the  Planning  Board  finds  through  its  monitoring  in  accordance  with  Section  4  above,  that  either  A.,  B.,  C, 
D.,  or  E.,  plus  one  or  more  of  indicators  F.,  or  G.  has  occurred,  then  the  Planning  Board  may  at  its  discretion 
issue  a  Notice  of  Grov.th  Impact  in  conformance  with  Section  5.C.  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Building 
Inspector,  and  die  general  public  by  posting  a  notice  in  the  Town  Hall. 

A.  Interim  Permit  Limitations.  Once  a  Notice  of  Growth  Impact  is  issued,  then  no  residential  building 

penmts  shall  be  approved  b\-  the  Building  Inspector  until  after  a  hearing  in  Section  8  is  held  and  until 
after  the  Plarming  Board  ha  set  the  number  of  permits  delineated  in  Section  8.  The  Planning  Board 
has  set  the  number  of  permits  within  45  days  of  the  Notice  of  Growth  Impact  being  issued. 

Section  8  Procedure  For  Phasing  and  Permit  Limitations 

Once  a  Notice  of  Growtli  Impact  pursuant  to  Section  5.C.  has  been  issued,  then  the  following  procedures  will 
be  observed. 

A.  Planning  Board  Findings:  The  Planning  Board  will  issue  appropriate  findings  of  fact  to  accompany 
any  Notice  of  Growth  Impact  issued  pursuant  to  Section  5.C. 

B.  Public  Hearing.   Prior  to  invoking  Section  6  Phasing  or  Section  7  Permit  Limitations,  the  Planning 
Board  shall  hold  a  Public  Hearing  with  ten  days  notice  to  seek  input  fi'om  the  general  public. 

C.  Determination  of  Action.  After  a  public  hearing  in  Section  8.B.,  the  Planning  Board  shall  deliberate 
and  decide  whether  (a)  phasing  should  be  invoked;  (b)  permit  limitations  should  be  imposed  or  © 
other  appropriate  action,  and  issue  its  decisions.  Any  decision  will  be  issued  within  45  days  of  the 
Notice  of  Growth  Impact. 

D.  Permit  limitations.  The  following  pro\-isions  shall  apply. 
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1.  The  Planning  Board  as  part  of  its  decision  may  specify  what  limitations  are  necessary  in  the 
issuance  of  permits  for  residential  units  up  until  and  during  any  corrective  action  is  taken  by 
the  Town  and/or  School  District.  In  determining  the  number  of  permits  to  be  issued,  the 
Planning  Board  shall  consider  the  severity'  of  the  municipal  service  burden,  the  amount  of 
capacity  remaining  in  the  service,  and  the  amount  of  time  needed  to  correct  the  semce 
problem.  After  determining  those  facts,  the  Planning  Board  shall  set  the  number  of  dwelling 
units  permits  that  can  reasonably  be  issued  on  an  annual  basis. 

2.  After  the  public  hearing,  the  Plaiming  Board  shall  set  the  number  of  permits  to  be  issued  for 
the  one  year  period  following  enactment  of  the  limit  or  such  other  shorter  period  as  may  be 
desirable.  At  the  end  of  the  year  or  such  other  shorter  period,  the  Planning  Board  shall  hold 
a  hearing  to  determine  if  the  permit  limitation  should  be  removed  or  altered.  After  making 
findings  of  fact,  the  Planning  Board  may  A.  Extend  the  permit  limitation,  B.  Alter  the  permit 
limitation  or  C.  Remove  the  permit  limitation. 

E.  Phasing.  The  Plaiming  Board  as  part  of  its  decision  may  require  phasing  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  Phasing,  Section  6. 

F.  Equitable  Distribution.   In  order  to  insure  equitable  distribution  of  available  permits,  no  individual, 
partnership,  corporation,  or  other  entity  or  its  related  or  affiliated  entities  or  in  the  case  of 
individuals  their  relatives  or  persons  associated  in  business  may  receive  more  than  10  percent  of 
the  permits  for  eight  units,  whichever  is  less,  available  during  the  limitation  period. 

1.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  consult  with  the  Planning  Board,  and  the  Planning  Board  shall 
devise  an  administrative  procedure  necessary  to  insure  equitable  distribution  of  available 
dwelling  unit  permits  under  guidelines  expressed  above. 

2.  No  apphcation  for  a  building  permit  will  be  accepted  from  any  person  v/ho,  in  an  attempt  to 
avoid  die  building  permit  limhation  of  this  Ordinance,  has  failed  to  pay  fair  consideration  as 
defined  by  RSA  545:3  or  any  other  person  or  entity  who  has  the  purpose  of  evasion  of  the 
limitations  of  Section  S.D.  of  tliis  Ordinance. 

Section  9  Sunset 

This  Ordinance  shall  expire  at  tlie  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  2002  unless  le-adopted  at  that  meeting.  The 
Plaiming  Board  shall  make  recommendations  as  to  the  necessity  and  desirability  of  re-adopting  this  ordinance 
prior  to  said  Annual  Town  Meeting.

The  year  1998  has  now  come  to  an  end.  We  began  the  year  with  great  programs  and  ideas  planned.  As 
soon  as  voting  day  had  passed,  committees  were  hard  at  work  following  through  with  funded  programs  for  the 
upcoming  year.  The  Fishing  Derby  starts  off  each  year  with  a  great  show  of  support.  The  sight  of  many  girls 
and  boys  anxiously  awaiting  a  bite  on  their  line  was  one  of  sheer  enjoyment.  Each  year  more  and  more  people 
get  involved.  The  Summer  Recreation  program  entered  its  second  year  with  many  more  children  in  attendance. 
This  year  the  program  was  held  at  the  Miller  Recreation  Field  and  proved  to  be  a  great  success.  This  year  you 
will  notice  there  is  no  warrant  article  for  this  program.  It  was  voted  in  last  year  to  become  part  of  this  year's 
budget.  You  will  notice  in  the  recreation  budget  a  line  item  for  summer  recreation  program,  with  an  offsetting 
revenue  of  the  same  amount.  Basically  this  says  it  is  a  self  funding  program. 

Also  this  summer,  the  Recreation  Committee  had  the  water  pump  and  pump  house  installed  at  Miller 
Field.  Our  fields  will  now  be  watered  and  mowed  regularly  to  ensure  our  investments  made  to  these  fields  over 
the  years  are  kept  in  good  condition.  The  electrical  service  has  been  moved  to  a  more  central  location,  allow- 
ing for  more  flexibility  for  future  considerations. 

Our  1998  Olde  Home  Days  was  a  complete  success.  The  50th  birthday  of  our  Sandown  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  was  a  wonderful  celebration.  Having  members  from  surrounding  towns  attend  the  fire  truck  parade 
is  a  testament  to  the  camaraderie  and  respect  these  departments  have  for  our  fire  department  and  it's  leaders. 
The  fireworks  were  enjoyed  by  all  in  attendence  and  1999's  fireworks  show  will  be  even  better. 

Not  long  after  we  were  celebrating  the  fire  department's  birthday,  our  town  suffered  a  historic  loss  with 
the  Perrino's  fire  in  September.  Over  10  fire  departments,  70  fire-fighters,  rescue  personnel,  and  community 
volunteers  worked  throughout  the  night  under  the  direction  of  Fire  Chief  Iriving  Bassett.  Their  hard  work  paid 
off  by  the  successful  saving  of  St.Matthews  United  Methodist  Church,  only  15  feet  away.  A  salute  to  our  very 
own  Police  Sgt.  Joe  Gordon  for  awakening  those  sleeping  in  the  apartments  upstairs.  Without  that  quick  action, 
it  could  have  been  more  tragic.  A  job  well  done  by  all. 

This  fall,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  hosted  the  second  annual  Seniors  Holiday  Dinner.  Over  60  seniors 
enjoyed  a  turkey  dinner  with  all  the  fixin's.  The  town  is  trying  to  help  the  seniors  in  town  with  various  needs 
but  is  finding  it  hard  to  find  volunteers.  If  you  can  spare  some  time,  please  contact  this  office. 

The  Police  Department  has  received,  through  generous  donations  and  a  matching  federal  grant,  a  video 
camera  system  installed  in  one  of  the  cruisers.  This  system  is  designed  not  only  to  help  the  police  with  evi- 
dentuary  purposes,  but  it  is  also  used  by  the  Chief  for  training  as  well.  Also  donated  to  the  town  was  a  defib- 
rillator unit  from  Parkland  Hospital  in  Derry.  This  program  trains  police  and  first  responders  to  use  the  auto- 
matic defibrillator  to  give  faster  response  to  emergency  medical  calls.  There  are  two  warrant  articles  on  this 
year's  ballot  to  equip  our  second  cruiser  with  a  camera  and  defibrillator. 

Last  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  led  to  believe  that  the  federal  COPSFAST  grant  voted  in  was  for 
an  extension  to  the  grant  we  were  currently  in,  which  expired  in  August  1998.  In  May,  we  were  informed  by 
the  Federal  Government  that  if  we  wanted  to  use  this  new  grant  it  was  not  for  an  extension  but  for  additional 
full-time  position.  We  would  first  have  to  make  the  first  grant  position  a  permanent  position  then  we  would  be 
able  to  use  the  second  grant.  There  is  a  wairant  article  this  year  that  will  ask  the  voters  to  continue  this  posi- 
tion, created  by  the  first  grant,  as  a  permanent  full-time  position.  We  returned  the  funds,  raised  last  year,  to  the 
general  fund. 

This  coming  year,  will  be  10  years  from  our  last  town- wide  assessment.  It  is  required  by  state  law  to 
reassess  the  town  within  10  years  of  the  last  assessment.  There  is  a  warrant  article  this  year  to  begin  this  pro- 
cedure. For  the  next  four  years  there  will  be  a  warrant  article  to  raise  and  appropriate  1/4  the  amount  needed.If 
approved,  one  quarter  of  the  town  will  be  reassessed  each  year,  completing  at  the  end  if  the  4lh  year.  The  results 
of  the  entire  reassessment  will  not  be  in  effect  until  the  end  of  the  4th  year. 
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This  year,  being  the  225th  birthday  of  our  Historic  Olde  Meeting  House,  we  are  proposing  two  warrant 
articles:  one  to  paint,  the  other  to  remove  old  shingles  and  reshingle  the  roof.  The  building  is  in  need  of  this  main- 
tenance. The  Olde  Meetinghouse  Historical  Society  has  been  hard  at  work  fixing  windows  in  preparation  of  it's 
new  coat  of  paint.  Thanks  to  this  group  for  all  their  hard  work.  We  look  forward  to  the  celebration! 

Recently,  the  Board  has  received  the  resignation  of  our  longtime  bookeeper  and  administrator. 
Donna  Fugere. Donna  started  working  in  the  Selectmen's  office  in  1986.  Her  hard  work  and  loyalty  to  the  town 
will  be  sorely  missed  in  our  office.  This  Board  and  all  the  employees  will  miss  her  dearly  and  we  all  wish  her 
well  in  her  endeavors.  Donna  will  continue  to  serve  in  her  role  as  member  of  the  Planning  Board.  Thank  you 
Donna. 

Please  read  this  report,  and  try  to  find  the  time  to  attend  the  first  deliberative  session  on  Saturday, 
January  30,  1998,  10;00am  at  the  town  hall.  Here  you  can  ask  questions  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Budget 
Commitee,  or  any  department  head,  regarding  the  warrant.  This  is  the  best  way  to  become  a  informed  voter.

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1998  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

The  Sandown  Planning  Board  met  1 7  times  in  1 998,  including  regular,  special  and  workshop  meetings. 
The  Planning  Board's  efforts  resulted  in  approval  or  conditional  approval  of  seven  subdivisions 
creating  19  new  building  lots.  Additionally,  the  Planning  Board  approved  four  lot  line  adjustments. 
The  Town  and  the  Board  has  settled  a  law  suit  by  the  developer  regarding  the  North  Road  cluster 
development  which  was  conditionolly  approved  last  year.  The  Conditional  Approval  allowed  for  41 
town-house  type  dwelling  units.  At  the  end  of  the  yeor,  there  remains  one  five  lot  subdivision  proposal 
under  review. 

The  Growth  Management  Zoning  Ordinance  which  was  approved  by  the  Town  in  1996  allows  the 
Planning  Board  to  monitor  the  growth  of  the  Town  and  enact  limitations  so  as  to  better  control  growth 
and  development  within  Sandown.  The  Board  noted  last  year  that  the  Town  saw  an  increase  of 
building  permits,  population,  tax  rate  and  proposed  development.  Thus  we  instituted  building  permit 
limitations.  In  reviewing  Sandown 's  land  growth,  the  Board  found  positive  growth  indicators 
compared  to  abutting  towns  in  the  areas  of  building  permits,  population,  tax  rate,  students  and 
proposed  developments  and  continued  the  limitation  of  building  permits  under  the  Growth 
Management  Ordinance.  Although  Sondown's  growth  in  the  various  areas  is  greater  than  the 
surrounding  towns,  the  rate  of  increase  is  less  than  prior  years,  indicating  that  the  Growth 
Management  Zoning  Ordinance  is  effective  in  managing  the  growth  and  development  of  the  Town. 
Presently  developments  before  the  Board  are  subject  to  building  permit  limitations  as  well  as  phasing 
requirements. 

The  Planning  Board  is  proposing  three  changes  or  additions  to  the  Town's  Zoning  Ordinance.  The  first 
is  the  renewal  of  the  Growth  Management  Ordinance  which  expires  on  the  third  year  of  its 
enactment  and  must  be  re-adopted  by  the  Town.  The  Planning  Board  recommends  approval  of  the 
re-adoption  of  this  ordinance.  This  ordinance  allows  the  Planning  Board  to  monitor  and  control 
growth  within  the  Town.  The  second  proposal  is  the  re-zoning  of  two  parcels  on  the  Hampstead- 
Sandown  town  line  to  allow  for  commercial  development.  The  parcels  subject  to  re-classification 
will  allow  commercial  development  which  already  abuts  parcels  in  Hempstead  which  are  zoned 
commercial.  This  will  allow  for  increased  commercial  development  within  the  Town.  The  third 
proposal  is  the  amendment  of  a  definition  for  non-conforming  lots  under  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  This 
change  is  a  re-definition  of  a  rion-conforming  lot  to  reduce  uncertainty  as  to  when  a  variance  is 
required.  The  Board  urges  the  citizens  of  Sandown  to  approve  all  of  the  proposed  Zoning  Ordinance 
changes. 

As  a  result  of  last  year's  enactment  of  the  "Town  of  Sandown  Public  Capital  Facilities  and  Impact  Fee 
Ordinance"  the  Town  has  collected  $13,408.00  in  impact  fees  with  an  additional  $9,912.00  due  at  the 
Certificate  of  Occupancy  stage.  These  funds  may  be  used  by  the  Town  for  public  capital  facilities 
improvement  projects  and  related  expenses. 

The  Board  notes  with  regret  the  resignation  of  alternate  member.  Bill  Crum.  We  wish  to  acknowledge 
his  valuable  contributions  to  the  Planning  Board  both  as  an  alternate  member  and  Board  of 
Selectmen-Ex-Officio  member.

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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT  ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  (ZBA)  is  a  volunteer  committee  appointed  by  the 
Selectmen,  consisting  of  5  voting  members  and  3  alternates.  Typically  meeting  on  a 
monthly  basis,  the  ZBA  is  responsible  for  making  determinations  on  appeals  by  property 
owners  for  variances  or  special  exceptions. 

Variances  are  requests  for  waivers  from  the  exact  terms  of  the  town's  land  use 
ordinances.  An  example  of  a  variance  request  is  seeking  permission  to  construct  a  home 
on  property  that  does  not  meet  the  current  lot  size  requirements. 

Special  exceptions  are  requested  when  a  property  owner  determines  that  the  intended  use 
of  the  property  is  restricted.  Explicit  criteria  set  forth  in  the  town  ordinances  must  be  met 
in  order  for  the  special  exception  to  be  granted.  An  example  of  a  special  exception 
request  is  seeking  permission  for  a  commercial  use  of  your  property  (e.g.,  a  home 
business). 

The  ZBA  is  run  as  a  'zero-sum'  operation  -  the  money  collected  in  fees  is  intended  to 
offset  actual  costs.  In  1998,  income  was  $1592  against  a  budgeted  $1441,  and  expenses 
were  $977  against  a  budgeted  $1461.  This  is  equivalent  to  having  two  more  applicants 
(over  an  entire  year!)  than  budgeted  for,  and  spending  less  than  anticipated  on  payroll  and 
administrative  expenses.  Low  pay  rates  and  increasing  workload  were  factors  in  ZBA 
aide  turnover  in  1998;  we  have  since  contracted  with  an  in-town  professional  service  for 
administrative  support,  and  our  '99  budget  reflects  their  continued  services.  In  addition, 
note  that  future  costs  and  revenue  may  both  be  influenced  by  any  changes  in  zoning 
ordinances  that  influence  the  number  of  applications  received. 

A  year  of  transition,  1998  brought  many  changes  to  the  ZBA.  With  three  new  members, 
two  changes  in  the  position  of  Chair,  and  three  different  ZBA  aides,  the  Board  has  seen 
its  share  of  turnover.  We  currently  need  two  more  members  to  fill  alternate  positions.  I 
encourage  anyone  who  is  interested  in  volunteering  his  or  her  time  to  submit  a  letter  of 
interest  to  the  Selectmen's  Office.

The  year  1998  saw  22  new  single  family  homes  built  in  Sandown.   This  was 
only  2/3  of  what  was  seen  in  1997.   During  the  past  10  years,  we  have 
averaged  37  new  homes  per  year  including  the  boom  years  of  the  early 
and  mid  90's  when  we  were  averaging  61  new  housing  units  per  year  here 
in  Sandown . 

The  number  of  permits  issued  for  additions  and  remodeling  has  remained 
relatively  stable  these  past  few  years. 

The  full  impact  of  our  Growth  Management  Ordinance  will  be  more  fully 
implemented  as  we  decrease  the  lots  which  have  been  exempted  by  reason 
of  "phasing"  or  exclusionary  time  frames. 

1998  saw  no  new  commercial  development  but  rather  the  loss  of  our  most 
visible  business,  Perrino's  Store  and  Gas  Station.

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1998  Budget  Committee  Report 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Budget  committee  for  their  hard  work  and  long 
hours  reviewing  the  1999  budget  requests.  After  a  detailed  review,  the  Budget 
Committee  is  recommending  an  operational  budget  of  $1,378,977.  This  figure  is 
$85,309  or  6.6%  higher  than  the  1998  approved  operating  budget  of  $1,293,668. 

A  review  of  the  salary  line  items  and  non-salary  line  items  shows  that  the  salary  line 
items  (including  salary,  unemployment  insurance,  worker's  compensation,  and  benefits) 
have  increased  $65,843  or  15.0%.  A  similar  review  of  non-salary  line  items  shows  an 
increase  of  $19,466  or  2.3%.  In  addition  to  the  5%  wage  increase,  the  increase  in  salary 
line  items  can  be  attributed  to  an  increase  in  hours. 

In  addition  to  the  operating  expenses,  the  Budget  Committee  also  reviewed  Warrant 
Articles  for  1999.  The  amount  of  $646,015  was  requested.  The  Budget  Committee 
recommended  $363,500,  or  $282,515  less.  The  recommended  amount  for  1999  is 
$43,480  (13.6%)  more  than  the  1998  approved  amount  of  $320,020. 

1  would  like  to  thank  the  department  heads  for  their  time  and  effort  in  gathering  the 
information  for  the  budget  request  forms  and  their  time  in  appearing  before  the  budget 
committee  and  when  necessary,  the  selectmen.  We  are  working  to  improve  the  forms 
and  the  process  that  is  used. 

We  have  included  scaled  down  copies  of  the  request  forms  that  the  department  heads 
submitted.  We  hope  the  people  of  the  town  find  this  information  useful  when  voting  on 
the  entire  budget. 

Last,  but  definitely  not  least,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  people  of  Sandown  in  allowing  me 
the  opportunity  to  serve  them  on  this  committee.

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SANDOWN  CABLE  TELEVISION  ADVISORY  BOARD 
1998  ANNUAL  REPORT 

The  Cable  Television  Advisory  Board  serves  as  a  liaison  between  Sandown  cable  television 
customers  and  MediaOne,  formerly  known  as  Continental  Cablevision.   1998  was  a  pivotal  year 
for  cable  TV  in  Sandown.  We  received  the  fourth  rate  increase  in  as  many  years,  began  the 
process  of  contract  re-negotiation,  and  lost  our  TV  production  facilities. 

The  Board  has  worked  with  MediaOne  management,  protesting  rate  hikes  and  service  cuts. 
Sandown  receives  less  cable  television  service  than  other  area  towns,  and  we  hope  to  rectify  this 
situation  in  the  future.  The  contract  between  MediaOne  and  Sandown  will  be  up  for  renewal  in 
November,  2000.  Even  though  this  seems  a  long  time,  renewals  generally  take  several  years 
because  of  the  many  fine  points  in  the  contract.    The  Town  began  the  process  during  1998. 

In  the  realm  of  local  television  programming,  a  number  of  local  shows  are  aired  on  MediaOne 
Channel  3  and  on  Timberlane  Educational  Channel  6.  These  include  the  Annual  School  District 
meeting,  School  Board  meetings,  the  Timberlane  High  School  graduation,  school  sports  and 
musical  events,  and  such  feature  shows  as  "Joan's  Jazz  Jam,"  "Bonjour,"  and  "Sandown  Today." 

Local  programming  suffered  a  major  setback  when  MediaOne  closed  its  studio  in  Plaistow  in 
July,  1998  as  a  result  of  its  new  contract  with  the  Town  of  Plaistow.  Because  Sandown  has 
neither  its  own  studio  or  a  true  Local  Access  Channel,  as  do  surrounding  towns,  local  producers 
are  temporarily  without  facilities  to  make  new  shows.    We  hope  to  remedy  this  situation  in  the 
short  run  by  gaining  shared  access  to  another  studio.    We  hope  to  secure  a  Local  Access  Channel 
and  a  Sandown  studio  in  the  next  contract.    Local  shows  are  made  by  many  volunteers,  and 
MediaOne  conducts  hands-on  training  in  television  production  at  no  cost. 

1 999  promises  to  be  the  most  crucial  year  for  contract  renewal.    But  we  need  your  help.   Several 
openings  exist  on  the  Cable  TV  Advisory  Board,  and  we  invite  residents  to  apply  for  these 
appointments  to  help  us  secure  a  new  contract  that  will  be  more  favorable  for  Sandown  than  the 
existing  grant.

The  Sandown  Conservation  Commission  was  assigned  a  liaison  in  March; 
Cheryl  Cronin  continued  as  the  liaison  for  another  year.   Salvatore 
Genualdo  joined  the  SCC  in  August  of  1998. 

The  SCC  is  working  with  Keith  Anderson,  a  Boy  Scout  from  Chester/ 
Sandown  Troop  163,  who  is  working  on  his  Eagle  Project.   Keith 
hopes  to  mark  out  boundaries  of  the  Town  forest,  do  some  clean  up, 
mark  trails,  put  up  bird  houses  and  look  into  whether  there  could 
be  room  to  clear  a  small  area  near  the  road  for  a  few  cars  to  park 
at  the  Town  forest.   The  SCC  will  be  helping  to  oversee  this  project. 

The  SCC  held  its  third  annual  fishing  derby  on  May  3,  1998  at  Seeley 
Park;  it  was  cancelled  on  May  2nd  due  to  rain.  The  weather  was  a 
little  better  on  Sunday  and  we  had  a  great  turn-out  just  the  same 
and  everyone  had  a  good  time.  Ue  are  in  the  process  of  planning  our 
fourth  derby;  the  bad  weather  has  taught  us  some  things  that  we  need 
to  plan  for.  If  you  are  interested  in  helping,  call  the  Selectmen's 
Office. 

On  May  16,  1998,  the  SCC  participated  in  the  Exeter  River  Clean  Up 
Day  by  sponsoring  Sandown  Girl  Scout  Junior  Troop  299  in  their  efforts 
to  clean  up  the  river  and  provided  lunch  for  the  girls  and  their 
parents  at  the  Town  Hall. 

At  Old  Home  Days,  the  SCC  gave  out  pamphlets  from  the  Rockingham  County 
Conservation  District's  backyard  conservation  kit.   The  pamphlets  had 
great  ideas  on  composting,  tree  planting,  backyard  ponds,  terracing, 
wildlife  habitats,  wetlands,  x-zater  conservation,  pest  management  and 
nutrient  management.   We  also  had  a  colorful  pamphlet  for  children 
called  Fun  Ideas  and  Activities  for  your  Backyard.   If  you  missed 
our  table  and  are  interested  in  any  of  these  pamphlets,  give  us  a 
call  at  887-3646. 

The  SCC  wrote  a  warrant  article  for  1997  to  see  if  the  town  would  vote 
to  deposit  25%  of  the  revenues  collected  from  current  use  lien  releases 
(per  RSA  79-A)  into  a  conservation  fund  for  the  strict  purpose  of 
purchasing  open  space  land  for  conservation  use  only.   This  is  in 
accordance  with  RSA-A:5III  as  authorized  by  RSA  79-A:25II.   The 
article  was  passed.   The  commission  is  now  discussing  possible 
properties  in  town  that  may  be  purchased  in  order  to  preserve  them 
as  open  space . 

The  SCC  is  trying  to  make  Sandown  residents  more  aware  of  their 
environment  and  what  the  new  rules  mean  to  them.   On  October  15, 
1998,  the  SCC  held  a  Shoreland  Protection  Presentation  which 
addressed  minimum  standards  and  enforcement  procedures.   The 
guest  speaker  was  Gary  Springs  of  the  Department  of  Environmental 
Services'  Outreach  Program. 

Since  the  rules  are  constantly  changing,  anyone  that  lives  within 
50  feet  of  water  or  wetland  should  contact  the  SCC  before  doing 
any  projects  to  their  home  or  property.

I  ser\e  as  the  Sandown  representative  on  the  Exeter  River  Local  Advisory  Committee 
[E.R.L.A.C.].  E.R.L.A.C.  is  made  up  of  representatives  from  the  ten  towns  along  the 
Exeter  River.  The  committee  meets  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  each  month  at  the  County 
Commissioner's  Conference  Room,  Rockingham  County  Complex  in  Brentwood,  New 
Hampshire. 

This  year  committee  members  have  been  working  on  the  final  draft  on  the  Exeter  River 
Management  Plan.  In  September  a  public  presentation  of  the  Exeter  River  Corridor  and 
Watershed  Management  Plan  was  given  during  a  Sandown  Planning  Board  meeting  at  the 
Town  Hall.   A  representative  from  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission  presented  a 
slide  show  outlining  the  Exeter  River  Corridor  and  Watershed  Management  Plan. 
Attendees  were  able  to  see  arial  photograghs  of  the  watershed  and  view  a  set  of  overlay 
maps  of  the  Sandown  area.  The  completed  management  plan  will  be  available  at  the 
Town  Hall  for  viewing. 

Each  year  E.R  LAC.  sponsors  a  group  of  UNH  students  to  do  an  in  depth  habitat 
inventor)'  along  the  Exeter  River.  This  year  Sandown  was  chosen  for  the  student's 
project.  1  met  with  the  students  in  the  early  Fall  and  gave  them  a  brief  tour  of  the  river 
and  supplied  them  with  some  maps  and  historical  information  on  Sandown  1  suggested 
areas  along  the  river  that  may  be  of  interest  for  study.  The  inventory  is  complete  and  the 
students  will  give  a  public  presentation  of  the  project  as  soon  as  possible. 

1  have  taken  part  in  the  Volunteer  Ri\'er  Assessment  Program  [VRAP]  training  session 
gi\en  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Environmental  Services.  VRAP  is  designed 
to  support  and  coordinate  volunteer  water  quality  monitoring  through  equipment  loans 
and  technical  assistance  for  physical  and  chemical  water  monitoring  1  plan  to  attend 
additional  training  sessions  and  hope  to  be  able  to  implement  a  water-  monitoring 
program  along  the  Exeter  River  in  Sandown  by  the  Spring.

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SANDOWN  RECREATION  COMMISSION 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


The  Recreation  Commission  enjoyed  another  busy  year  providing  programs  for  the 
community  and  overseeing  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  town  recreation  facilities. 

In  its  third  year  of  existence  the  Summer  Recreation  Program  continued  to  grow.  The 
summer  of  1998  saw  a  50  percent  increase  in  user  hours.  We  received  many  positive 
comments  from  parents  whose  children  used  the  program.  Plans  for  the  upcoming  year 
will  see  a  program  expansion  that  will  include  a  new  three  day  a  week  Field  Program  for 
middle  school  age  children  in  grades  six  through  eight.  This  program  is  being  instituted  at 
the  request  of  parents,  some  of  whose  children  have  participated  at  the  younger  level  and 
also  by  those  who  would  like  to  see  the  needs  of  older  children  addressed. 

The  cost  for  the  summer  program  continues  to  be  offset  by  the  fees  that  are  charged  to 
participants.  The  "bargain"  rates  make  the  program  affordable  for  all. 

The  Commission  continues  to  offer  an  intern  program  for  counselors-in-training.  This 
program,  available  through  an  application  and  interview  process,  is  available  for  those  age 
13  and  older. 

Swimming  instruction  for  all  levels  continues  to  be  offered  at  Seeley  Beach  during  July 
and  August. 

Lifeguard  supervised  swimming  is  available  seven  days  a  week  from  late  June  until  Labor 
Day.  A  lifeguard  is  on  duty  from  10  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  In  August  the  hours  are  10  a.m.  to  7 
p.m.  Children  age  1 0  and  younger  need  to  be  accompanied  by  an  adult.  PLEASE,  no  glass 
containers  are  allowed  at  the  beach  for  obvious  reasons.  PLEASE  do  not  feed  the  ducks 
or  geese,  it  raises  the  bacteria  level  in  the  swimming  area. 

Drop-in  games  of  adult  volleyball  are  offered  through  the  Recreation  Commission  at  the 
Sandown  Central  School  on  Friday  evenings  at  7  p.m. 

In  addition  to  the  programs  offered,  the  Commission  oversees  the  general  use  and 
maintenance  of  town  recreation  facilities.  This  year,  with  voter  approval,  a  well  was 
installed  at  the  Roy  L.  Miller  Recreation  Field. 

Just  as  with  any  homeovraer,  we  were  nervous  about  how  deep  we  would  have  to  go 
before  hitting  water.  We  were  very  fortunate  (and  relieved!)  to  hit  water  so  quickly.  In 
addition,  the  decision  was  made  to  make  this  a  commercial  size  well  (using  a  7  inch  well 
versus  a  6  inch  one).  We  are  happy  to  report  that  60  gallons  of  water  per  minute  are 
available  which  will  be  more  than  adequate  to  handle  all  our  watering  needs  at  the  field. 
The  water  has  also  been  tested  (and  tasted)  and  is  great  for  drinking. 
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In  June,  following  record  breaking  rainfall,  the  Commission  decided  to  test  the  water 
earlier  than  usual  at  Seeley  Beach.  The  decision  proved  to  be  prudent  as  the  bacteria 
level  from  run-off  was  higher  then  acceptable. 

Within  10  minutes  of  receiving  the  information  from  our  health  officer  the  beach  was 
evacuated  and  there  were  no  reports  of  anyone  being  ill.  Information  went  out  to  local 
newspapers  within  hours  and  we  kept  the  lifeguard  posted  during  regular  swim  hours  to 
further  insure  that  no  one  would  use  the  beach  until  we  received  the  go  ahead. 

Repeated  testing  of  the  water  approximately  every  48  hours  showed  the  bacteria  level 
returned  to  well  below  state  accepted  levels  and  the  beach  was  safely  re-opened. 

Residents  are  reminded  that  the  Commission  is  only  responsible  for  testing  the  water  at  the 
public  beach  and  posting  that  information.  It  is  not  responsible  for  testing  water  anywhere 
else  and  owners  of  waterfront  property  may  want  to  have  the  water  tested  privately  to 
insure  their  own  safety. 

Water  testing  is  done  at  Seeley  Beach  by  both  the  town  and  the  state  (alternating)  at  many 
intervals  during  the  summer  swim  season.  Historically,  the  beach  tests  well  below  the 
limits  set  by  the  state. 

This  year  the  Commission  is  submitting  two  warrant  articles.  One  is  for  a  tennis  court  at 
the  Roy  L.  Miller  Field.  A  tennis  court  was  in  the  original  plan  for  the  facility  and  is 
something  adults  have  consistently  inquired  about.  We  ask  for  your  decision  on  what 
direction  we  should  take  with  this. 

The  second  warrant  article  seeks  fiinding  for  a  part-time  recreation  director  to  help 
address  the  growing  needs  of  the  community.  The  Commission  would  like  to  expand  on 
programs  curently  offered  to  include  activities  for  teens,  adults,  and  seniors. 
Unfortunately  we  are  few  and  limited  by  what  everyone  seems  to  have  too  little  of,  time. 
Again,  we  turn  to  you  the  taxpayers  to  ask  if  this  is  something  you  think  we  can  afford  to 
do,  and  if  it  is  now  time  to  do  so. 

The  annual  report  is  our  most  important  tool  for  communicating  with  the  public.  Thank 
you  for  taking  the  time  to  read  it.  Thanks  is  also  extended  to  the  many  volunteers,  both 
teens  and  adults,  who  give  so  generously  of  their  time.

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SANDOWN  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


The  Sandown  Public  Library  had  a  great  year.  Circulation  and  visits  were  the  highest  in  the  history  of  the 
Library.  Over  2,656  more  people  visited  the  Library  than  in  1997,  for  a  total  of  18,971  visits.  Our  circulation  also 
increased  by  1,453  for  a  total  of  30,090. 

The  Library  has  been  busy.  We  hosted  several  programs  including  craft  classes,  French  and  art  lessons,  NH 
Job  Works,  a  financial  seminar,  a  wildlife  presentation,  and  concerts  by  Wayne  From  Maine  and  Mary  DeRoucia. 

Our  children's  programs  are  very  popular  and  are  now  under  the  direction  of  our  new  Children's  Librarian, 
JoAnn  Pinard  Evans.  Story  hour  continues  to  be  well  attended.  This  fall  several  children  enjoyed  a  special  story  hour 
series  entitled  "Our  Community".  Every  week  a  guest  fi'om  a  diflFerent  department  or  business  in  town  shared 
information  about  their  job  with  the  children.  Our  summer  reading  program,  "Live  Free  &  Read"  was  very 
successful.  Once  again,  area  teachers  helped  with  the  story  hours  and  several  volunteers  did  programs.  Children 
enjoyed  learning  about  New  Hampshire  seeds,  snakes,  birds,  and  the  coastline,  taking  pictures,  making  "beaded" 
lizards,  putting  on  a  play  and  creating  a  float  for  the  Old  Home  Day  Parade.  The  program  cuhmnated  with  a  Hot 
Dog  Feast  on  the  lawn  put  on  by  The  Friends  of  the  Library  and  an  exciting  concert  donated  by  The  Works  -  Don 
and  Pam  Gaudreau.  The  fall  saw  the  return  of  the  Great  Pumpkin  Contest  with  over  30  families  carving  and 
decorating  pumpkins  for  the  Library.  Santa  Claus  came  to  a  special  evening  story  hour  during  the  holiday  season. 
Rumor  has  it  that  one  of  our  selectmen  knows  him  very  well!  In  all,  over  1,500  children  enjoyed  programs  at  the 
library  this  year. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  continue  to  be  a  great  asset  in  expanding  what  our  Library  has  to  oflFer.  The 
Scholastic  Book  Fair  they  sponsored  contributed  over  $1,000  worth  of  books  to  the  Library.  They  also  bought  a 
display  case  and  a  filing  cabinet.  The  Friends  continue  to  support  many  of  our  children's  programs. 

The  Library  was  once  again  able  to  offer  several  museum  passes  through  the  generosity  of  the  Sandown 
Lions  Club,  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  the  Sandown  Mother's  Club,  the  Caron  family,  and  the  endowment  fund. 
Their  generosity  allowed  us  to  offer  passes  to  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science,  Canterbury  Shaker  Village,  Strawbery 
Banke,  Science  Enrichment  Encounters,  and  America's  Stonehenge. 

Audio  tapes  continue  to  be  very  popular.  A  new  leasing  program  was  implemented  this  year  to  offer  our 
"audio"  users  a  greater  variety  of  tapes.  Our  audio  circulation  figures  increased  45%.  Some  of  our  patrons  donated 
their  own  audios,  after  listening  to  them,  which  helped  increase  this  expanding  area  of  the  library. 

Changes  in  technology  this  year  saw  the  implementation  of  Ebscohost,  a  periodical  database  that  library 
users  may  use  fi^om  their  home  through  the  Library  home  page.  This  proved  to  be  very  popular  with  people  doing 
research  and  also  for  medical  information. 

In  October,  the  Trustees  held  a  reception  to  thank  all  the  generous  library  users  for  the  help  they  gave  to  the 
Library.  Over  70  people  attended  and  were  entertained  by  a  fabulous  string  quintet  fi-om  Timberiane  Regional  High 
School  under  the  direction  of  Louise  Pajack. 

In  the  book,  "Miss  Rumphias",  by  Barbara  Cooney,  Miss  Rumphias  made  the  world  forever  beautiful  by 
sowing  in  the  fields  the  seeds  of  lupine,  a  beautiful  flower  that  blooms  in  blues  and  purples.  At  the  Library,  we  hope 
to  spread  the  seeds  of  wisdom  and  enjoyment,  like  Miss  Rumphias,  to  the  community  through  our  budget  and  the 
generosity  of  people  who  have  donated  their  time  and  money. 

Just  a  reminder  -  you  only  have  to  check  out  one  hard-covered  book  to  recover  your  tax  dollars  spent  on 
the  Library.

The  Sandown  Fire  Department  found  1998  to  be  the  year  of 
"The  Big  Ones",  fire-wise.   Although,  the  number  of  calls 
were  down  slightly,  we  had  several  larger  fires. 

In  the  month  of  May,  we  responded  mutual  aid  to  Auburn  for 
a  large  brush  fire.   Then,  we  had  a  five  acre  fire  in 
Sandown  that  required  mutual  aid  from  several  towns. 

The  department  finished  rebuilding  our  old  pumper  into  a 
state-of-the-art  medium  duty  rescue  truck.   This  took 
over  a  thousand  man  hours  and  lots  of  dedication  by  some 
of  the  members  of  the  department.   The  truck  came  out 
looking  great  and  has  proven  to  be  a  great  addition  to 
the  depar  tment . 

On  September  17th,  at  about  midnight,  we  were  called  to 
Perrino's  for  a  structure  fire.   This  was  the  big  one  we 
had  talked  about  and  trained  for  for  many  years.   A  tremendous 
effort  by  our  members  as  well  as  over  100  firefighters  from 
ten  other  communities  made  it  possible  to  save  a  lot  of  the 
building  and  its  contents. 

To  keep  the  church  from  being  damaged  was  our  main  concern 
after  we  knew  all  the  people  had  gotten  out  of  the  store 
and  the  apartments  over  it. 

Although  the  building  had  to  be  razed  later  on,  many  things 
were  salvaged  by  some  of  its  residents.   The  fact  that  no  one 
got  hurt  and  that  St.  Matthew's  Church  was  undamaged  left  me 
and  all  the  firemen  and  women  who  fought  the  fire  feeling  very 
proud  of  the  job  that  we  did. 

Later  in  the  fall,  we  responded  to  brush  fires  in  Candia, 
Fremont  and  Hampstead.   The  year  of  1998  showed  more  than 
ever  that  the  mutual  aid  agreement  shared  by  most  of  the  towns 
in  Rockingham  County  is  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  fire  service. 

Also,  in  1998,  the  fire  department  celebrated  its  50th  year  of 
existence.   Our  only  50  year  member,  Rudy  True,  was  honored  for 
years  of  dedication  and  service  to  the  Sandown  Fire  Department. 

Many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  past  fifty  years  but  the 
many  well-trained  and  very  dedicated  people  who  have  given  so 
much  made  this  and  make  this  a  great  Fire  and  Rescue  Department.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 


To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and  State  Forest 
Ranger,  contact  your  local  Warden  or  Fire  Department  to  find  out 
if  a  permit  is  required  before  doing  ANY  outside  burning. 
Violations  of  RSA  227-L:17,  the  fire  permit  law  and  the  other 
burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors 
punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $2,000  and/or  a  year  in  jail. 
Violators  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

There  are  ten  Forest  Rangers  who  work  for  the  New  Hampshire  Division 
of  Forests  and  Lands,  Forest  Protection  Bureau.   State  Forest 
Rangers  are  available  to  assist  communities  with  forest  fire 
suppression,  prevention  and  training  programs  as  well  as  the 
enforcement  of  forest  fire  and  timber  harvest  laws.   If  you  have 
any  questions  regarding  forest  fire  or  timber  harvest  laws,  please 
call  our  office  at  271-2217. 

There  are  2400  Forest  Fire  Wardens  and  Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens 
throughout  the  state.   Each  town  has  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and 
several  Deputy  Wardens  who  assist  the  Forest  Rangers  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  prevention  and  law  enforcement.   Early  in  1998, 
we  experienced  an  ice  storm  which  caused  severe  damage  to  forests 
of  New  Hampshire.   This  damage  created  a  greater  potential  fire 
hazard  as  well  as  safety  hazards  to  many  areas  of  the  state.   Your 
local  fire  warden  and  Forest  Rangers  need  your  assistance  in 
preventing  wildfires  in  these  hard  hit  areas  and  throughout  the 
State.   If  you  need  assistance  or  information  dealing  with  ice 
damaged  woodlands,  please  call  1-800-444-89  78. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  operates  15  fire  towers,  2  mobile  patrols 
and  3  contract  aircraft  patrols.   This  early  detection  and  reports 
from  citizens  aid  in  the  quick  response  from  local  fire  departments. 
This  is  a  critical  factor  in  controlling  the  size  of  wildland  fires 
and  keeping  the  loss  of  property  and  suppression  costs  as  low  as 
possible .

Town  Report  1998 

It  seems  like  1998  flew  by.  We  were  very  busy  this  year.  Our  activity  increased,  some  being  new  to  our  town.  As  many  of  you  must 
have  read  in  the  newspapers,  we  dealt  with  some  serious,  volatile  and  potentially  e.\plosive  situations.  Here  are  some  examples  of 
events  that  occurred;  Arrested  a  person  on  Parole  for  Murder,  Arrested  a  Wanted  Felon  from  Colorado,  Arrested  a  person 
wanted  on  six  (6)  Felony  Drug  Warrants,  Arrested  People  with  Cocaine,  one  subject  was  wearing  a  shoulder  holster. 
Responded  to  a  report  that  a  man  who  allegedly  murdered  his  wife  in  the  Boston  area  was  enroute  to  Sandown  to  harm  others. 
Responded  to  a  subject  threatening  to  kill  himself  and  the  police.  Responded  to  people  Hnding  hypodermic  needles  in  cars  and 
neighborhoods  and  we  confiscated  a  marijuana  growth,  street  value  approximately  seventy  thousand  dollars.  One  of  our 
Officers  was  injured  when  a  subject  under  arrest  fled  from  him  at  Derry  District  Court.  The  Officer  chased  the  subject  and  lost  his 
balance  on  slipper>'  stairs  injuring  his  knee.  The  Officer  has  returned  to  work  after  a  brief  healing  process.  The  subject  was  under  arrest 
for  possession  of  cocaine. 

We  remained  focused  on  the  importance  of  training,  continuing  to  build  positive  roles  in  community  awareness,  interaction,  and 
professionalism,  training  still  being  an  essential  tool  in  the  proper  process  of  the  law.  Some  of  the  training  taken  by  Officers  was 
Firearms  Instruction,  Prosecution,  Sexual  Assault,  Domestic  Violence,  and  Motor  vehicle  laws  and  procedures.  The  training  was 
offered  by  Police  Standards  and  Training  and  the  Attorney  Generals  Office. 

Our  statistics  reference  to  drug  arrests  increased  this  year.  Unfortunately,  drugs  and  drug  related  incidents  still  are  a  major  problem 
especially  with  our  youth.  Most  of  this  year's  drug  arrests  were  for  possession  of  marijuana,  cocaine,  and  the  prescription  drug 
Klonopin.  As  of  November  30th  we  made  96  arrests.  These  arrests  included  felony  arrests  dealing  with  dangerous  subjects.  Once  again 
■we  confiscated  thirty-eight  marijuana  plants  with  a  street  value  of  approximately  seventy-thousand  dollars.  We  also  dealt  with  two 
computer  crimes  this  year. 

We  have  now  joined  the  ranks  of  most  all  police  departments  across  the  country  by  equipping  our  cruiser  with  a  Video  Camera.  We 
obtained  the  camera  by  applying  for  and  being  granted  a  Federally  ftinded  Grant  through  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety 
Agency.  The  grant  paid  for  fifty  percent  reimbursement  of  the  total  price  and  the  other  half  was  paid  for  by  donations  fi-om  the 
following  concerned  and  most  generous  Sandown  residents.  A  Sincere  Thank  You  to  David  White  Construction,  Fox  Den 
Retirement  Home,  Al  Hoyt's  Sandown  Materials,  H.O.P.,  All  ProTree  Ser\ice  and  Mr.Paul  Nicholiascn  for  their  kindness,  and 
support.  A  positive  aspect  of  having  a  camera  in  the  cruiser  is  to  reduce  any  liability  on  the  the  Officer,  the  Police  Department  and  the 
Town.  It  will  be  helpfijl  for  Prosecution  purposes.  Review  of  the  films  will  be  utilized  for  training  purposes  and  to  address  Officer 
Safety  issues. 

Officer  Chris  Johnson,  who  started  out  with  our  department  as  an  Explorer/Cadet  in  1992,  then  hired  as  a  Part-time  Officer  in  1994  was 
hired  this  year  in  August  as  a  ftill-time  Officer.  He  will  attend  the  Police  Academy  this  January. 

Another  Cadet  fi-om  our  Explorer  Program  attended  the  Cadet  Academy  this  year.  For  those  of  you  that  may  not  be  aware  of  what  the 
Explorer/Cadet  Program  is,  it  is  a  division  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of  America.  It  is  designed  to  educate  youth  interested  in  making  law 
enforcement  a  career.  Youth  from  the  ages  of  fourteen  to  twenty  one  years  old  are  eligible  to  join.  This  year  they  attended  the  Boy 
Scout  Jamboree  in  Amesbury,  Massachusetts.  They  assisted  with  such  things  as  traffic  control  at  the  Snowmobile  Grass  Races  held  in 
Fremont.  They  assisted  with  parking  at  the  Loudon  motorcycle  weekend  with  volunteer  Advisors.  They  are  also  being  certified  in  CPR 
and  First  Aid 

The  D.  A.R.E.  program  has  started  at  the  Sandown  Central  School.  Sgt.  William  Burke  of  the  Chester  Police  Department  is  instructing 
the  classes.  We  received  approval  for  Officer  Aurie  Roy  to  attend  DARE  training  and  she  will  represent  our  department  next  year.  A 
Child  Registry  was  held  on  December  19th.  Pamphlets  with  a  child's  description  and  all  pertinent  information  is  documented  and  kept 
by  the  parents.  Officer  Johnson,  myself  and  the  Explorers  presented  the  Registry  and  saw  that  all  children  were  fingerprinted  and 
photographed. 

A  Defibrillator  was  obtained  through  a  program  with  Parkland  Medical  Center.  The  cost  was  shared  by  Parkland  Medical  Center,  the 
Explorers,  Police  Department,  and  Rescue  Squad.  All  Officers  will  receive  training  in  the  use  of  this  equipment. 
The  File  of  Life  Program  was  started  this  year  also.  A  file  containing  personal  and  medical  information  regarding  the  resident  is  placed 
in  the  home  in  case  of  emergency  to  ensure  that  Police,  Rescue  and  Fire  personnel  can  obtain  crucial  information  to  assist  the  person. 
We  received  a  four  wheel  drive  vehicle  from  the  Military  Surplus  Program  along  with  two  Diesel  Generators. 

Thank  you  once  again  for  your  confidence  and  support.  Thank  you  to  my  officers  for  their  dedication  and  professionalism.
